Navy Scientists Confirm Venus 
Is Hotter Than Boiling Water

WASHINGTON, June 5—The 
Pee has discovered that Venus 
is a sizzling hot planet. 

The Naval Research Labora- 
tory here formally announced 


yesterday its radio astronomers | 


‘had discovered that Venus gives 
ber of persons he said he knew 


off a continuous radio signal. 
The signal is evidence that the 


_planet has a temperature higher 


than boiling water. Water boils 
at 212 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Cornell H. Mayer, one of a 
team of three radio astrono- 
mers, said that Venus is the 
first planet discovered to have 
a continuous radio wave due 
to thermal energy. 

The emanations from Venus 
are on the high radio frequency 
of 10,000 megacycles. The dis- 
covery was made possible by 
the use of a radio telescope and

The radio telescope with its 
very large parabolic antenna 
and the radiometer made it pos- 
sible at last for the astronomers 
to penetrate the cloud that per- 
petually veils Venus. Nobody 
has ever seen the face of the 
planet. The brilliant object in 
the sky is merely the reflection 
of light from the cioud blanket. 


Astronomers have always felt | 


there was little likelihood of 


life on Venus as it is known | 


on earth. Mayer said the dis- 
covery of the high temperature 
tended to confirm this. More- 
over, spectroscopic observations 
show there is neither water va- 
por nor oxygen in Venus’s

The ‘general pattern of the

Sage’s Testimony 

Sage, who gave his address 
as 6408 Stoneham drive, Ber- 
keley, said he obtained a master 
of arts degree in educational 


administration at Washington 
University in 1950 and then

Body assembly line. In 1943 
he had obtained a bachelor of 
arts degree at Kirksville State | 
Teachers College, he said. 

He told of having taught gen- 
eral science at Brookfield, Mo., 
in 1946, and then chemistry at 
Kemper Military School, Boon- 
ville, for two years. After one 
semester at the University of 
Missouri he went to Washington 
University. 

Sage invoked the Fifth 
Amendment when asked about 
an applieation for a passport 
application in 1950, and wheth- 
er the Polish government paid 
his expenses to the.

Tavenner said Sage’s applica- 
tion for employment at Fisher 
Body gave the address of Wil- 
liam Sentner, an avowed Com- 
munist, as his home, and made 
no mention of his two degrees. 

Tavenner said the committee 
obtained proof in 1954 that the 
Communist leadership had 
sought to get persons with col- 
lege backgrounds into indus- 
trial unions without disclosing 
their education. 

Moulder asked Sage: “Did 
Communist party leaders in- 
flyence you to seek employ- 
ment at Fisher Body?” He re- 
fused to answer. 

Tavenner conducted his ques- 
tioning in a mild manner. but 
at one point remarked: “You ve 
just made up your mind not t» 
answer any questions I might 
ask you, haven't you?”

formation of Marshal Tito and 
the Yugoslav Communist party 
about March 15.) 

Khrushchev, whose talk was 
the first major step in the 
downgrading of Stalin subse- 
quent to the dictator’s death | 
March 5, 1953, recounted that 
Stalin, originator of the term 
“enemy of the people,” became | 
a “very distrustful man, sickly | 
suspicious ... possessing great | 
power he indulged in great will- | 
fulness and choked a person 
morally and physically.” 

Khrushchev set out in detail 
the case histories of several 
Communists who were accused 
and later absolved, in many, 
cases after their deaths. He 
said that from 1954 to the pres- 
ent 7679 persons have been 
“rehabilitated.” One case 
Khrushchev described was that 
of Comrade Eikhe, an eminent 
party worker. 

Eikhe was arrested 
“on the basis of 
materials.”” His case was inves- 
tigated in a manner which 
*“‘most brutally violated Soviet 
Negality and was accompanied 
by willfulness and falsifica- 
tion.” He was forced “under 
torture” to sign a protocol of 
his confession. 

In October 1939, some 18 
months after his arrest, he sent 
Stalin a declaration categori- 
‘ally denying his guilt and 
asking for an examination of 
mis case. “There is no more 
itter misery,” Eikhe wrote, 
‘than to sit in the jail of a 
vovernment for which I have 
always fought.” In the same 
onth Eikhe sent Stalin a sec- 
nd appeal, citing numerous 
facts tending to prove his in- 
ocence. 
fF In his second declaration 
me ikhe observed that one of his 
ormenters had “utilized the 
nowledge that my broken ribs 
nave not mended properly and 
ave caused me great pain.” 
Apparently Eikhe’s bones were 
broken in an earlier period of 
orture. 

Feb. 2, 1940, Eikhe was 
rought before a court and de- 
lared that no word of numer- 
Dus so-called confessions was 
ritten by him except his sig- 
atures ‘“‘which were forced 
rom me.” Nothing had any 
pffect. He was shot two days 
ater.

quite a lot has been said about 


the cult of the individual and about its harmful consequences. 


After Stalin's death the cen- 
tral committee of the party 
began to implement a policy of 
explaining concisely and con- 
sistently that it is impermissible 
and foreign to the spirit of 
Marxism-Leninism to elevate 
one person, to transform him 
into superman possessing super- 
natural characteristics akin to 


those of a god. Such a man 
supposedly knows everything, 
sees everything, ‘thinks for 
everyone, can do anything, is 


infallible in his behavior. 

Such a belief about a man, 
and specifically about Stalin, 
was cultivated among us for 
many years. 

The objective of the present 
report is not a thorough evalu- 
ation of Stalin’s life and activ- 
ity. Concerning Stalin’s merits, 
an entirely sufficient number 
of books, pamphlets and studies 
had already been written in his 
lifetime. The role of Stalin in 
the preparation and execution 
of the socialist revolution, in 
the civil war, and in the fight 


for the construction of social- 
ism in our country is univer- 
sally known Everyone knows 
this well. At the present we 


are concerned with a question 
which has immense importance 
for the party now and for the 
future. . 

Lenin Characterized Stalin. 

In addition to the great ac- 
complishments of V. I. Lenin 
for the victory of the working 
class and of the working peas- 
ants, for the victory of our 
party and for the application 
of the ideas of scientific com- 
munism to life, his acute mind 
expressed itself also in this 
that he detected in Stalin in 
time those negative character- 
istics which resulted later in 
grave consequences. 

Fearing the future fate of 
the party and of the Soviet na- 
tion, V. Il. Lenin made a com- 
pletely correct characterization 
of Stalin, pointing out that it 
Was necessary to consider the 
question of transferring Stalin 
from the position of the secre- 
tarv general because of the fact 
that Stalin is excessively rude, 
that he does not have a proper 
attitude toward his comrades, 
that he is capricious and abuses 
his power | 

When we analyze the prac- 
tice of Stalin in regard to the 
direction of the party and of 
the country, when we pause to 
consider everything which. Stal- 
in perpetrated, we must be con- 
vinced that Lenin's fears were 
justified. The negative charac- 
teristics of Stalin, which, in 
Lenin’s time, were only incipi- 
ent, transformed themselves 
during the last years into a 
grave abuse of power by Stalin, 
which caused untold harm to 
our party. ; 

Demanded Submission. 


Stalin acted not through per- 
Suasion, explanation, and pa- 
tient co-operation with people, 


but by imposing his concepts 
and demanding absolute sub- 
mission to his opinion. Who- 
ever opposed this concept or 
tried to prove his viewpoint, 


and the correctness of his po- 
sition—was doomed to removal 
from the leading collective and 
to subsequent mora! and phys- 
ical annihilation. This was es- 
pecially true during the period 
following the seventeenth party 
congress, when many prominent 


party leaders and rank-and-file 
party workers, honest and dedi- 
cated to the cause of Commu- 
nism, fell victims to Stalin’s 


despotism. 

Stalin originated the concept 
“enemy of the people.” This 
term automatically rendered it 
unnecessary that the ideological 


errors of a man or men en- 
gaged in ae controversy be 
proven: this term made pos- 
sible the usage of the most 
cruel repression, violating all 


norms of revolutionary legality, 
against anyone who in any way 
disagreed with Stalin, against 
those who were only suspected 
of hostile intent, against those 
who had bad reputations. 

This concept, “enemy of the 
people,” actually eliminated the 
possibility of any kind of ideo- 
logical fight or the making of 
one’s views known on this or 
that issue, even those of a prac- 
tical character. In the main, 
and in actuality, the only proof 
of guilt used, against all norms 
of current legal science, was 
the “confession” of the accused 
himself; and, as subsequent 
probing proved, “confessions” 
were acquired through physical 
pressures against the accused. 

This led to glaring violations, 
of revolutionary legality, and to 
the fact that many entirely in- 
nocent persons, who in the past 
had defended the party line, 
became victims... . 

Discarded Leninist Method. 

Lenin's wisdom in dealing 
with people was evident in his 
work with cadres. 

An entirely different relation- 
ship with people characterized 
Stalin. Lenin's tactics—patient 
work with people; stubborn and | 
painstaking education of them;

Arbitrary behavior by one per- 
son encouraged and permitted 
arbitrariness in others. Mass ar- 
rests and deportations of many 
thousands of people, execution 
without trial and without nor- 
mal investigation created condi- 
tions of insecurity, fear and 
even desperation. 

Stalin used extreme methods 
and mass repressions at a time 


when the revolution was already | 


victorious, when the Soviet state 
was strengthened, when the ex- 
ploiting classes were already 
liquidated and socialist relations 
were rooted solidly in all phases 
of national economy, when our 
party was politically consoli- 
dated and had strengthened it- 
self both numerically and ideo- 
logically. It is clear that here 
Stalin showed in a whole series 
of cases his intolerance, his bru- 
tality and his abuse of power. 
A Very Ugly Picture.

Facts prove that many abuses 


were made on Stalin’s orders 
without reckoning with any 


norms of party and Soviet legal- 
itv. Stalin was a very distrust- 
ful man, sickly suspicious; we 
knew this from our work with 
him. He could look at a man 
and say: “Why are your eyes 
so shifty today,” or “why are 


you turning so much today and | 
avoiding to look me directly in | 


the eyes?” The sickly suspicion 
created in him a general dis- 


trust even toward eminent party | 


workers whom he had known 
for years. Everywhere and in 
everything he saw “enemies,” 
“two-facers” and “spies.” 

Possessing unlimited power 
he indulged in great willfulness 
and choked a person morally 
and physically. A situation was 
created where one could not ex- 
press one’s own will. 

Beria Gang Outdid Self. 

When Stalin said that one 
or another should be arrested, 
it was necessary to accept on 
faith that he was an “enemy of 
the people.” Meanwhile, Beria’s 
gang, which ran the organs of 
state security, outdid itself 
proving the guilt of the arrested

And what 
proofs were offered? The con-

And how is it possible that 
a person confesses to crimes 
which he has not committed? 
Only in one way—because of 
application of physical methods 
of pressuring him, 
bringing him to a state of un- 
consciousness, deprivation of his 
judgment, taking away of his 
human dignity.

Germany on Its Own 

Bonn has made its first overtures to the East 
German regime. Whether this leads to the de- 
sired lowering of barriers between the two parts 
of the old Reich and to eventual reunification re- 
mains to be seen. Reports are that Nikita 
Khrushchev told French Foreign Minister Pi- 
that he is against reunification because 
a free and united Germany would be an ag- 
gressive Germany. It is significant, how- 
ever, that despite NATO obligations and non- 
recognition of the Communist East German gov- 
ernment, the West Germans are taking matters 
into their own hands. 

The overtures were made by having the 
West German minister for all-German 6 af- 
fairs answer pre-arranged questions in the Bun- 
destag. To emphasize that the proposals had 
general support, the questions were asked by 
members of the Social Democratic opposition. 

The Big Four powers, the Soviet Union, 
France, Great Britain and the United States, 
also were urged to fulfill their commitments to 
restore the German state which they divided. 

The Kremlin rather than Grotewohl has. the 
real power of decision. Since Moscow has sug- 
gested direct negotiations between the two Ger- 
manys, Bonn’s proposed “technical talks” may 
be regarded as a half-concession to this demand. 
If the occupying powers would settle the, po- 
litical issue among themselves, these talks would 
permit Bonn to work on details without direct 
repudiation of its Western commitments. But 
East German Premier Grotewohl suggests that 
the Russian price still is a neutralized Germany. 

The issue is bound to be discussed more and 
more as West Germany approaches national 
elections, Even though reunification might be an 
economic embarrassment to Bonn, all politicians 
strongly favor it. They now suggest that di-

Arab objections finally induced the British to 
delete from the resolution a clause describing 
the Security Council as “conscious of the need 
to create conditions in which a peaceful settle- 
ment on a mutually acceptable basis of the dis- 
pute between the ‘parties can be made.” 

That language would seem to be watered down 
enough. It did not call for a settlement, but for 
creating the conditions in which a settlement 
could be made. It did not even hint at any terms 
for a settlement, but said they should be “mu- 
tually acceptable,”’ meaning that Israel and every 
Arab state would enjoy unlimited veto power 
over them. 

Yet the Arab states fought even this guarded 
statement.

Some serious questions have been 
raised about the fitness of Gen. Her- 
bert Vogel to continue serving as chair- 
man of the board of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority. 


The charges against Gen. Vogel boil 
down to this: Gen. Vogel has shown 
himself unfriendly to TVA, and is 
therefore ineligible to serve as board 
chairmah under the TVA act, which 
stipulates that board appointees shall 
believe in “the feasibility and wisdom’ 
of the act under which it was estab- 
lished 

Gen Vogel was formerly a Brigadier 


with the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, an organization that has always 
been cool toward TVA and more in- 
clined toward private-power interests. 

He was selected by a President who 
has become an acknowledged foe of 
TVA and the public-power theory it 
represents. 

Though he promised during his cam- 
paign to “develop TVA to its maxi- 
mun? potential,” President Eisenhower 
scon afterward labelled TVA an ex- 
ample of “creeping « Socialism.” He 
championed the now-discredited Dixon- 
Yates contract that would have cut the 
heart out of TVA’s power territory. 

le and his administration have since 
blocked TVA etforts to get power ex- 
pansion funds from Congress or to use 
agency funds for power financing. 

Gen. Vogel assured Congress that he 
believed in TVA, its works and its 
theory. Since his appointment, however, 
he has given friends of TVA reason 
to doubt his belief in and loyalty to 
the agency which he heads. And it is 
not too surprising that he has several 
times been accused of becoming “prime 
minister to preside over the liquidation 
of the -empire.”’ 

His stand on Dixon-Yates did nothing 
to endear him to TVA _ supporters. 
While admitting that. Dixon-Yatés was 
“not the answer to TVA’s problems. 
he once told Congress he thought it

cently investigated a remarkable system 
of soil and water conservation that en- 
abled the farmers of 20 centuries ago 
to grow successful crops on land mois- 
tened by an average of only four inches 
of rain per year. 

“In the 1930s archeologist Nelson 
Glueck found that the ancient cities of 
the Negev did indeed bloom in the 
midst of a seemingly hopeless desert. 
Nowhere in all the kingdom of the Na- 
bataeans, who once prospered in the 
Negev, is there a stick of wood to show 
that any trees had ever grown there. 
Instead, in the ruins of the Nabataean 
settlements, Glueck found an intricate 
system of rain catching and irrigation 
devices which proved beyond doubt that 
the population made a_living in the 
land of the scantiest raintall. 

“It is a remarkable fact that the Na- 
bataeans avoided the mistake of trying 
the system which present day engineers 
have found expensive and ineffective in 
deserts: Namely, building dams to hold 
the run-off of rains in storage reser- 
voirs. The Nabataean scheme spread the 
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flowed down by way of tributary wadis 
into the broad main wadi in the valley. 
In feeder wadis, which were not too 
narrow and steep, they terraced the 
water course by building a series of 
shelves. Thus, instead of rushing down 
the wadi, the rain water cascaded gen- 
tly, part of it sinking into the ground 
and depositing suspended soil and or- 
ganic @ebris in the terraces. 

“Often shrubs were grown on the 
steps partly to reinforce the shelf con- 
struction and partly to help slow the 
water and hold plant debris to enrich 
the soil. 

“Ancient parchments tell of the 
vields: The. barley sown on terraces so 
built and watered gave more than eight 
times the amount of seed sown, and 
the wheat yield was about seven times.

Between Book Ends 
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Hunting With the Eskimo 
LAND OF THE LONG DAY, by Doug Wilkinson 

(Holt, 26) pgs., $4.) 

After Some previous experiences with 
Eskimos, the author felt “we (the white 
people) were not helping the Eskimo to 


help himself, but rather letting him 
drift with the times—and that our 
lack of initiative stemmed from the 


fact that we had all too little knowledge 
of the Eskimo himself, and his daily 
life on the land as it is lived today.” 

Mr. Wilkinson therefore decided to 
go to the Arctic and live with the 


Eskimos as one of them. He chose a 
little settlement in Baffin bay and, 
with great will- 
power, accom- 


plished his mission, 
So, when the reader 
has been through 
the book, he will 
ask himself: do we 
now know more 
about the Eskimos 
than we did before” 
The answer can 
hardly be in the 
affirmative. 

Out of the book's 
18 chapters, at least 
16 are mainly about 
hunting. There is, 
of course, a definite

ing Since the ice desert yields no 
fruits or vegetables, the meat of seal 
and. fish constitutes his monotonous 
diet. In this respect, the book is highly 
instructive, because it goes into all the 
details that have io do with Eskimo 
huntirig and, particularly, reveals the 


dangers and exigencies inherent in the 
hunt, be it in the uncomfortable sum- 
mer months, or in the dreadful storms 
of the long winter night. 

All this assuredly makes good read- 
ing and stirs the reader’s imagination. 
But what about the social structure of 
Eskimo living? What about their re- 
ligious traditions? How does Western 
civilization change their pattern of 
life? To all these questions we get 
only very sketchy answers. 

The anthropological facts presented 
by the author are in no way new, and 
where he -has something to say about 
the clash between the white man’s 
world and Eskimo tradition, he does 
not follow it up. For instance, we hear 


that “strange conflicting opinions arise 
out of the mixture of-old and new 
beliefs. Eskimos who to all intents 


seem to have completely accepted the 
teachings of the Christian: church still 
retain some belief in the world of the 
spirits they knew in their youth.” But 
this observation is only backed up by 
mentioning a former exorciser who was 
still looked upon with awe as if he 
really possessed magic powers. 

There is hardly any mention of ed- 
ucational efforts The author limits 
himself to the remark that for many 
Eskimo groups life has lost much of 
its meaning but that he knows of no 
way “in which many of the old beliefs 
can exist alongside the new ones.” 

The situation is in no way unique. 
It exists almost everywhere in Africa. 
where tne British have made serious 
attempts to reconcile the old and the 
new—with the result. that today the 
whole African continent is seething 
with discontent. The problem also 
exists right in our own backyard where 
for many decades we have been trying 
to remake our Indians—with most la- 
mentable results. We can be sure that 
for a long time to come the conflicts 
between the Eskimos and the white 
man will not be resolved either.

Political demands surely will 
change even a very serious, 
earnest fellow like Ezra. Taft 
Benson, though he would hardly

State sales collections in Mis- 
souri for the first three months 
of this year increased $1,236,208 
over the corresponding quarter 
of 1955, instead of declining 
about $1,000,000 as had been 
forecast by state department of 
revenue tax experts.

should be used; these methods 
were simple—-beat, eat and, 
once again, beat. 

Shortly after the doctors 


were arrested we members of 
the political bureau received 
protocols with the doctors; con- 
fessions of guilt. After distri- 
buting these protocols Stalin 
told us, “you are blind like 
young kittens; what will hap- 
pen without me? The country 
will perish because you do not 
know how to recognize ene- 


mies.” 

Beria Unmasked. 
In organizing the various 
dirty and shameful cases, a 


very base role was played by 
the rabid enemy of our party, 
an agent of a foreign intelli- 
gence service—Beria, who had 
stolen into Stalin's confidence. 
It has now been established that 
this villain had climbed up the 
government ladder over an un- 
told number of corpses.

Comradés! The cult of the 
individual has caused the em- 
ployment of faulty principles in 
party work and in economic 


activity; it brought about rule 
violation of internal party and 
Soviet democracy, sterile ad- 
ministration, deviations of all 
sorts, covering up of short- 
comings and varnishing of 
reality.

The last time 
he visited a village was in Janu- 
ary 1928 when he visited Si- 
beria in connection with grain 
deliveries. How then could he 
have known the situation in 
the provinces? ... 

Some comrades may ask us: 
Where were the ‘members of 
the political bureau of the cen- 
tral committee?

In the situation which then 
prevailed I have talked often 
with Nikolai Alexsandrovich 
Bulganin; once when we two 
were traveling in a car, he said,

HERE are a good many reasons for the almost hys- 
T teria success of “My Fair Lady,” the musical 
which has prostrated both critics and public. The 
show has, as a starter, George Bernard Shaw's imper- 
ishable “Pygmalion” 
script and, as if that 
weren't enough, it 
has acquired superb 
lyrics and songs by 
Alan Jay Lerner and 
Frederik Loewe, 
stunning physical 
beauty of sets and 
costumes, and a cast 
headed by Rex Har- 
rison and Julie An- 
drews that is so good 
that you can hardly 
conceive anyone else 
playing the roles.

War Against the Starlings Goes On [porte secon 


| They've Gone Suburban for Summer, but They'll Be Back; Law Is on Their Side 
:

HOSE pesky starling have 

deserted their downtown 

quarters and flocked to the 
country for the summer. 

Irate business men, who for 
years have fought them with 
only slight success, promise to 
greet the birds with more de- 
termined resistance when they 
return in the fall to seek 
warmth and shelter from win- 
ter weather. 

Vested with freedom, the 
starlings play turnabout in pes- 
tering city dwellers and their 
suburban neighbors. When 
summoned by warm weather 
they seek nesting and roosting 
habitat in suburban trees where 
they remain until cold weather 
sets in. Their presence every- 
where evokes frowns and grum- 
bles. 

Of European origin, starlings 
were introduced to New York 
and this country in 1890 during 
a fad to import foreign species 
of birds. They now number 
about 150,000,000 in the United 
States and are reproducing at 
the rate of 25,000,000 a year. 
Their attractiveness has long 
since disappeared and they have 
become a national problem. 

Thus far in St. Louis, busi- 
ness men have been successful 
only in harassing starlings into 
shifting from one roosting place 
to another. But the birds con- 
tinue to plague the city with 
their incessant chattering and 
messiness. The starlings have 
the advantage of legislation on 
their side. They can’t be shot 
—there’s an ordinance Against 


* discharging firearms in the city; 


they can’t be poisoned or stoned 
to death—it’s illegal here and 
the law Says so. 


“We've outsmarted ourselves,” 
a spokesman for the business 
men’s group said. “We want to 
get rid of them but we've got 
laws—which we made—making 
it unfeasible and practically im- 
possible to fight them.” 

Some business men have sug- 
gested relaxing the laws in 
order to cope with the situation, 
and have gone so far as to sug- 
gest extermination of starlings 
by “whatever practical” means 
is necessary. 

The birds first showed up in 
St. Louis in 1929. In 1951 they 
were listed in a city ordinance 
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SOME HAVE SUGGESTED 


as a “nuisance” along with owls, 
vultures, hawks and sparrows. 

City Health Commissioner Dr. 
J. Earl Smith said starlings 
carry a disease called psittaco- 
sis, or parrot fever, which is 
communicable to humans. 

“I would like to prove here 
that they are a public health 
nuisance and have the popula- 
tion reduced to where it is 
manageable,” he said.

Examples: If I go to the basement to put a load of clothes 
into the washer without informing him, he becomes al- 
most panicky when he realizes I am not within his imme- 
diate call. Or if he awakens during the night and calls 
me to his room, it is not uncommon for him to say, ‘Mommy, 
please take care of me’ or ‘Mommy, I love you very much.’ 
He assures me of his love some eight to 10 times daily 
and equally demands a reassurance of mine for him. 

“If this be a normal reactive pattern for a child of 
this age, I am more than contented to go along with him. 
But if this appears to you to be an abnormal behavior 
pattern, I should be delighted to accept your opinion and 
follow your scientific therapeutic suggestions.”

YOUR SON is not behaving in a particularly unusual 
way. This kind of extra demand from the mother, and 
extra clinging to her, and frequent questions about does 
she love him, etc., all are quite common around 3'2 years 
of age. As a rule, with luck, they drop out gradually when 
the child is around four, particularly if they are satisfied. 
In general, and.somewhat contrary to what you might ex- 
pect, the more fully you satisfy his demands now, the 
more quickly they normally drop out, 

True, the intensity of his behavior suggests that he is 
a sensitive child, who may always be rather demanding in 
the mother-child relationship. But for the time being, 
give him as much of your company as you can. And if you 
do have to be away from him, make little plans with 
him or tell him just what you will be,.doing. 

If this behavior doesn’t let up at all in another few 
months, you might feel reassured to take him to a special- 
ist for a thorough developmental checkup and personality 
evaluation, but right now it really doesnt seem necessary. 
Nursery school, if it could be arranged for and if he would 
accept it, might do wonders for a child like this, How- 
ever, you might do best to wait for a few months, till he 
seems to be over the worst of this extremely clinging be- 
havior.

Removing Rust Stains From 
Concrete. 

ROM time to time people 
Feast us how to remove iron 

or rust stains from concrete. 
We start to tell them but before 
we are finished they say, “Oh 
never mind” and walk away. 

We don’t know why they do 
this because the process of re- 
moving these stains is very in- 
teresting. It goes like this: 

Soak the stained area with a 
mixture of one part sodium 
citrate crystals dissolved in six 
parts of water. Now dip a white 
cloth into this solution and paste 
this cloth over the stain for 
about 15 minutes 

If you are working on a hori- 
zontal surface such as a floor or 
terrace you then sprinkle a thin 
layer of hydrosulphite crystals. 
Moisten with water and cover 
with a stiff paste made of whit- 
ing and water. 

If you are working on a ver- 
tical section like a wall you 
place the whiting paste on a 
trowel and then sprinkle on a 
layer of hydrosulphite. Moisten 
Slightly and then apply to the

NEW YORK. 

CAME to New York bright 
| ana early. from Hyde Park 

Thursday and went at once to 
my American Association for 
the United Nations office to 
see a number of people and 
make a recording of my recol- 
lections of Mayor Fiorello H. 
LaGuardia. I was glad to do this, 
for I always had a great admira- 
tion for our courageous and 
sometimes fiery mayor, 

In the afternoon, I saw a few 
people at my apartment, among 
them Mrs. Carmella Renner 
from Sierra Leona, West Africa. 

She has been here as one of 
the United Nations’s internes 
and is a member of the board 
of the International Council of 
Women. Her husband, who died 
last year, had been chief medi- 
cal officer of his state and she 
is going to continue his work 
in social service, but emphasiz- 
ing help for women. 


. . . 

SHE IS RETURNING to her 
country and hoping to work 
with the women of the west and 
the east coast of Africa. Among 
the African states, Sierra Le; 3m 
has led in education. 

Mrs. Renner said there are 
many potentialities to be de- 
veloped in the African conti- 
nent, and she foresaw that both 
British and American capital 
would be used in this develop- 
ment. 

So far, she said, the incom- 
ing capital has recognized the 
value of good medical health 
and some of the best hospitals 
have been built by industrial 
firms. They also have seen the 
value of raising the standard 
of living by better housing. 
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BUT MRS. RENNER feels 
there is one step forward that 
must be considered necessary 
by those who wish to achieve 
the best financial returns on 
their investment there. She 
goes on the theory that man 
does not live by bread alone. 
Health and housing are impor- 
tant to his physical develop- 
ment and well-being, but she 
feels that the industrial, firms 
would gain greatly in working 
with the African governments 
in the development of educa- 
tion. 

Mrs. Renner thinks money for 
universal elementary and sec- 
ondary schooling would be the 
first great requirement. She 
would like to see adult educa- 
tion made a part of such a pro- 
gram 

I was much impressed by 
Mrs. Renner and hope her ideas 
will receive attention by those 
who invest in the foreign field.
